ALDERMEN NOTIFIEDIIS CHIEF ENSOR USING POLICE TO

EACH OFFICIAL TO PAY 
NINETY-FIVE DOLLARS 


Aldermen Hyndman and McKin- 
ley Excepted From Payment— 
Action Grew Out of Efforts 
Made by Municipal Authorities 
to Cust Commissioner Bouillon. 


The mayor and aldermen of the city, 
with the exception of Aldermen Hynd- 
man and MeKinley, have been advised 
that their share of the costs in connec- 
tion with the case of Gallagher et 
al vs. the city of Edmonton, amounts 
to $594, or approximately $95 each. 
City Solicitor Bown received — notice 
yesterday that the costs would total 
that amount and will in all probability 
advise the council to that effect on 
Tuesday evening at the regular meet- 
ing of the council. So far as can be 
learned, there is little likelihood of an 
appeal on the question of the assess- 
ment.of costs against the aldermen in- 
dividually and as soon as the alder- 
men have been ofticially, notified, the 
bill will be paid. 

As to the distribution of Aldermen 
McKinley and Hyndman’s. share, which 
is to be paid by the city, Gallagher et 
al, or the co-defendants, no decision 
has been. reached as. yet. 

The aldermen who were interviewed 
on the question this morning ex- 
pressed gratification of the costs being 
so light, as the majority of them con- 
sidered that they would have to-pay 
their share of an assessment running 
into thousands of dollars. As one al- 
derman put it: “We got off much 
lighter than I expected, and I think the 
best thing to do is to pay up and say 
nothing.’’ That also appeared to be 
the opinion of the - othsr aldermen 
against whom the costs’ tom the ‘costs “were assessed. 


ALBER A CATCHES 
TOURIGT TRAFFIC 


Famous Guide Disposes of Prop- 
erty in Colorado to Live 
Here. 


' Believing that the tourist traffic of 
the world will in future be directed 
away from his old camping grounds in 
the Colorados, to the Canadian Rock- 
ies west of Edmonton, J. Western 
Warner, one of the most famous moun- 
tain guides of the Colorados, has ta- 


ken up his headquarters at Prairie 
Creek, on the G, T. P., west of Ed- 
monton. 


Mr. Warner brought his retinue of 
assistants up from. Colorado a short 
time ago, and is now al Prairie Creek, 
at the end of the G. T. P. steel, and at 
the mouth of the Yellowhead Pass. 
There he will be open for engagements 
with tourists to guide them in search 
of big game through the pass, 

Mr. Warner disposed of his holdings 
at Glenwood Springs, Colorado, after 
he became possessed of the fact. that 
people were turning their attention to- 
wards the Canadian Rockies west of 
Edmonton, and lost no time in moving 
his headquarters to Prairie Creek. 

Mr. Warner has, during-his 145 years 
in the Colorados, guided=some of the 
biggest men in the States in hunt for 
big game. He started in the business 
al the age of fourteen, and when only 
17 he took Miss Anna Morgan, daugh- 
ter of J. P. Morgan, on a successful 
deer hunt. For nine successive sea- 
sons he was guide to Frank Carnegie 
son of the laird of Skiboo, and has al- 
so been guide for ex-President Roose- 
velt, whom he believes will some day 
Visit the Yellowhead in search of big 
game,

DAIKYMAN WARNED BY 
CITY HEALTH OFFICER 


AT HOUSES WHICH ARE 


QUARANTINED FOR INFECTIOUS DISEASES— 
CO-OPERATION IS DESIRED. 


Dr. T. H. Whitelaw, city medical 
health ofleer, has addressed a letter 
to all the dairymen who deliver milk 
within the city limits, stating that un- 
der no condition are milk bottles to be 
left’ at houses which are quarantined 
for infectious diseases. The health ofl- 
cer points out that if the bottles are 
left to be emptied by the consumer 
that they are liable to be made germ 
carriers and the disease transmitted 
to other houses in the city or in Strath- 
cona. In every case the milk is to be 
emptied into a receptacle, provided by 
the householder, by the driver of the 
milk wagon, Furthermore, no bottles 
are to be returned from any house 
which has been quarantined until after 
the expiration of the quarantine period 
and disinfection of the premises.

From a department con- 
sisting of an engineer, an assistant, and 
a total office staff of seven there has

tal office staff of ‘fifteen, The engin- 
eers offices occupy a large portion of 
the second floor of the new telephone 
building and here Engineer Latornel 
his assistants daily dabble in figures 
running into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in preparing their.plans for the 
season's construction work, 

During the coming summer there 
will be constructed. or come under the 
supervision of this department, works 
which when completed will cost in the 
neighborhood of three quarters of a 
million dollars, 

Chief among. these will be the con- 
struction of the big trunk sewer in the 
north part of the city, which will cost 
approximately $170,000 and the east 
end bridge which will cost in round 
numbers $164,000. Tenders are be- 
ing called for both these works but the 
engineer's department will in all prob- 
ability submit tenders and should. the 
work be awarded to them the city ‘will 
this year, in this department alone, em- 
ploy from 1,000 to 4,500 during the 
working season, 

The trunk sewer mentioned above, 
extends south from Rat ereek to the 
river, a distance of over four thousand 
feet, of which approximately three 
thousand feet will be in the nature of 
a tunnel which in some cases will be 
ninety feet below the surface, Work on 
this project will be commenced as soon 
as the tender is awarded which will in 
all probability be on May fifteenth. It 
is the intention of Engineer Latornel to 
complete as much of the work as possi- 
ble this year while on the tunnel pro- 
per men will be engaged all winter and 
well into next spring before it is com- 
pleted. The tunnel will be rimmed 
with reinforced concrete blocks or -re- 
inforeed concrete, depending upon

Mr. Bouillon 
Four Flushing 
On Mixed Pressures 


It now develops that Mr. Bouillon was four-flushing when he 
gave as his reason for changing from high pressure to mixed pressure 
turbines the allegation that he had discovered that the mixed pressure 
engine could not be delivered in time to be of any use this coming 


autumn. 
As a matter of fact, Mr. Bouillon knew this all the time. 


While he was hurling defies at the city council, the power house 
superintendents and the experts and declaring to all and sundry that 


he was going to ignore their recommendations and buy this particu- 
Jar class of engine in spite of them, there was on file in the city office 
a letter from the makers of the engines in which they state that they 
could deliver the high pressure engine in one hundred days from 
date of order, but that they could not deliver the mixed pressure tur- 
bine in less than nine and one-half months. This letter was received 
on the 2nd of March, making the earliest possible date of delivery, 
had the mixed pressure engine been ordered then, December 17. 

So that all the time Mr B.ouillon was going through the theatri- 
cals about how he was the only man who had the right to choose 
and to order, he knew that he could not get the mixed pressure en- 
gines on time and that the only engine he could get was the high 
pressure engine. 

If ever there was any doubt that Mr. Bouillon is an impossible 
man to work with, this last performance should dispel it. In fact, 
Mr. Bouillon’s methods are becoming very painful and may become 


very costly. In refusing to give Mr. Bouillon the handling of this 


money until he tells what he is going to buy with it, the council is 
taking the e only course which will protect the city.

Quietly, modestly, without 
heraldry, pomp or eclat, a professor working in a laboratory, un- 
known to nine-tenths of the people, he has rolled back the map 
nearly five hundred miles and pushed the northern wheat limitation | f 
that much nearer the pole, adding thereby a hundred million acres 


to the wheat fields of the Canadian west. 


Had a soldier scored such a conquest, his name would have been 
emblazoned on the nation’s grandest monuments} his house ennobled, 
his name enshrined in history as a great national figure, the story 
of his deeds of blood and violence told and retold in song and story 


and depicted in the art and the literature of the age. 


But because it is the director of an experimental farm who makes

steader living in aRussian colony some 
80 miles north of Mundare, He was 
over 60 years of age, and leaves a wid- 
ow and family. Two of his daughters 
are married, while the youngest lived 
at her parents’ home. There is a mar- 
ried son in ihe colony also. The old 
man came to Alberta with his family 
seven or eight years ago, but little is 
known of his history there, and while 
his relatives are now being apprized 
of his death, they have not yet covered 
the distance between the. settlement 
and Mundare. They are expeeted in 
town, however, during the course of 
the day.: . 

No marks of violence are detectable 
on the body of the deceased man, and 
no theory is advanced as to the cause 
of death. Nothing has been seen of 
the wagon in which it is presumed he 
would make the. journey to town, or 
of stray horses which might be pre- 
sumed to have been his, and the man- 
ner in which he came to be within 
so short a distance of Mundare, though 
several of the Galicians who have 
come into town from the north, de- 
clare that they saw him at his home 
six weeks ago. 

The inquest is now proceeding.
